Buses, however, 
are engineered to operate with the greatest pos 
sible fuel economy at } ghet speeds It has been 
demonstrated by testa made under actual op 
erating conditions that not only was there no 
saving in rubber use by reason of the 35-mile 
apeed limit as applied to intercity buses, but on 
the contrary rubber usage was actually in 
creased thereby. These same testa proved that 
there was no conservation of fuel by intercity 
buses because of the speed limitations. The re 
sults of the tests have been preserved and are 
available for future use if necessary

The result was that the intercity

If the intercity bus industry is called upon in 
any future emergency to perform services com- 
parable t r even greater than, those per- 
formed in World War II more protection must 
be afforded the industry in the deferment or 
freezing of men in important positions. 

Many of our employees are specialista whose 
training requires several years before they are 
sufficiently competent. I refer now apecifically to 
maintenance employees. The same is true, to a 
large degree, with respect to certain other em- 
intercity drivers.

driver, responsible as he is for the lives and 
safety of 36 or more passengers, must be very 
carefully selected and trained over a long period 
Operating over the highways of six or more 
states, as many of them do, these drivers are re- 
quired to be familiar with the motor vehicle 
laws and regulations of the several states; with 
traffic ordinances and police regulations of cities 
and towns within those states; and, in addition, 
with the safety regulations of the Interstate 
Commerce Commiasion, as well as the roads un 
der varied and seasonal conditions. The loss of 
these skilled drivers would be severe handicap 
to the intercity bus industry and to the essen- 
tial transportation it would be called upon to 
perform 

The production of integral type intercity buses 
was discontinued during World War I except for 
a small number of so-called Victory Models. The 
inability of the intercity bus operators to ob- 
tain sufficient additional equipment to meet the 
constantly increasing demands upon them for 
service created difficulties that were overcome 
only by the most inspired operation ; by the most 
careful and ingenious maintenance ; and, finally, 
by rehabilitating old equipment that had pre 
viously been taken out of service. It is hoped 
that in the final plans for a national emergency 
there will be included provisions for at least a 
sufficient number of integral type intercity buses 
to enable the companies to perform the service 
required of them 

It must be recognized that if this country be 
comes involved in World War Ill we shall be 
faced with situations and problema not experi. 
enced in either World War | or World War I 

The bombing of some of our most important 
cities, particularly where we have large indus 
trial centers, would necessitate the evacuation 
of civilians. If the United States were to be at 
tacked it is only realistic and logical to suppose 
that the enemy would attempt at the outset to 
destroy our war potential. An important part of 
that war potential is our transportation system 

The intercity bus by reason of ita flexibility 
and ite lack of dependence upon any particular 
or specific roadway would, therefore, logically 
be called upon for the speedy movement of troops, 
transportation of wounded, the possible evacua- 
tion of civilians 

A preliminary estimate of the war potential 
of the bus industry reveals that buses could be 
utilized, if war is brought to our doors, to a de 
gree not heretofore contemplated. 

As in World War II, the intercity bus industry 
may be counted upon to perform to the very best 
of its ability such service as it may be called upon 
to render.

THE TRANSPORTATION miracle accomplished 
by the intercity bus industry during World War 
Il is indicated by the charts at the left. This 
miracle was accomplished despite shortages of 
equipment, material and manpower, in addition 
to drastically curtailed road speeds. 

This failure to recognize the ewentiality of 
the intercity bus carrier in the war effort must 
not be repeated again. The onset of another 
wartime emergency means that the intercity 
bus industry will be called on again for an “all- 
out” effort. Given the green light, the industry 
not only can equal but top its World War I 
record. 

Today, there are 416,500 miles of intercity 
bus lines serving practically every city and vil- 
lage in the country. There are more than 45,000 
communities whose only form of intercity pub- 
lic transportation is the intercity bus company.

“Insofar as the economics of 
equipment selection as affecting

“ae Unfortunately, however, it 
ian't always possible or ewen de- 
sirable to buy equipment on the 
basis of an engineering study 
There are too many intangibles in 
volved that frequently are the con 
trolling factor in the decision to be 
made 

“We sometimes lose sight of the 
fact that we are buying equipment 
for operation in the future and not 
in the past. The equipment must 
meet the requirements five and ten 
years from now and not the re 
quirements of last year. Those re 
quirements may be quite different 
and it ts owr job, insofar as is poe 
sible to accurately forecast those re 
quirements in order that we may 
avoid mistakes in our selection of 
equipment 

“Although we usually discuss all 
of the vehicle characteristics that 
affect selection of optimum vehicle, 
we frequently lose sight of the most 
question how many 
rides can we sell with the vehicle’ 
If one vehicle will sell more rides 
than another, we want it.if we can 
afford it. The second question is 
whether or not we can afford it 

‘l would measure whether or not 
we can afford a particular vehicle 
in terme of original cost, operating 
reliability and expected operating 
costa. I need not spend any time 
discussing the question of original 
cost because that usually receives 
entirely too much consideration, at 
least it does in today's market 
After all, a thousand dollars differ- 
ence in original cost of a vehicle 
which is to be operated a quarter 
of a million miles or more is lees 
than one-quarter of a cent per mile 
in operating eXpense 

“Reliability receives all too little 
consideration. Inherently present 
day vehicles are lees reliable than 
those we operated twenty years ago 
The maintenance man is doing a 
better job by far than he did twenty 
years ago, but all he has been able 
te do iw hold his own against the 
service failure statistica because of 
the tremendous increase in gadgets 
that we install on our vehicles.

Accessibility for maintenance, 
design for long life and the elim 
ination of the necessity for fre 
quent servicing and inapection are 
becoming more important with in 
creased labor cost.
